A TRAGICAL HISTORY. 


N an out plantation upon the borders of 

Potuxen, a river in Maryland, there li- 
ved a planter, who was mafter of a preat 
number of negro flaves. The increale of 
thefe poor creatures is always an advantage 
to the planters, their children being born 
flaves; fot which reafon, the owners aré 
very well plealed when they marry. 

A-nong thefe negroes, there happened to 
be two who had lived always together, and 
contracted an intimate friendfhip, which wene 
on for feveral years in an uninterrupted 
courfe, Their joys and their griefs were 
natural; their confidence in each other wae 
entire ; difirult and tufpicion were paflions 
they had no notion of. The one was a bach- 
elor, the other marri¢d to a flave of hie 
own complexion, by whom he had feveral 
children. It happened that the head of this 
imall tamily, rofe early one morning, on a 
leifure day, to go far into ihe woodsa hunt. 
ing, in order to entertain his wifé and. child. 
rev at night with fome provifions betrér than 
ordinary. The bachelor flave, it feems, had 
for fome time entertained a paffion for his 
friend’: wife; which, from the fequel of 
the ftory, he had endeavored to (tifle; but int 
vain. The impatience of his defires prompt- 
ed him to take this opportunity of the bafs 
band’s abfence, to practice upon the weaknefs 
of the woman; which accordingly he did, 
and was fo unfortunate asto fucceed in hig 
attempt, dhe hawter, whe found his prey 
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much nearer home than vfual, returned fome 
hours fooner than was expected, laden with the 
fpoils of the day, and full of the pleafing thoughts 
of feafting and rejoicing with his family, over 
the fruits of his labor. Upon his entering his 
fhed, the fir object that track his eyes were his 
wife and friend afleep in the embraces of each 
ether. A man acquainted with the paffions of 
human nature, will eafily conceive the attonifh- 
ment, the rage, and the difpair that overpowered 
the poor Negro at once; his cries and broken 
accents awakened the guilty couple, whofe hhame 
and confufion were equal to the agonies of the 
injured hufband. Alter a confiderable paufe on 
both fides, he expoitulated with his friend in terms 
like thele: “ My wrongs ore greater than I am 
able to exprefs; and far too great for me to bear. 
My wife! out | blame not her.—After a 
long and lafting friendhip exercifed under all 
the feverities of a molt irkfome captivity ; after 
motual repeated inftances of affection and fideli- 
ty ; could | fulpect my friend, my bolom friend 
fhould provea trator? [thought myleif happy, 
even in bondage, in the enjoyment of fuch a 
friend and {uch a wife; but cannot bear the 
thoughts of life with liberty, after having been so 
bafely betrayed by both, You both are loit to 
me, and Ito you; | {oon inall be at relt; live 
and enjoy your time. Adiev.” Having faid this 
he turned away and went out with a refolution to 
dic immediately. The guilty negro followed 
him, toochea with the quickett feate of remorfe 
for his treachery: ‘*’ Lis Ll alone (faid he) who 
am geilty; and I alone am not fit to live. Let 
me intreat you to forgive your wife, who was 
overcome by my importuniies. I promife never 
to give either of you the leatt difquiet for the fo- 
ture: Liveand be happy together, and think of 
me no more, Bear with me for this night, and 
to-morrow you thall be fatisfied.”” Here they 
both wept and parted. When the hofband went 
out in the morning to his work, the firit thing he 
faw was his Liend hanging vpum the bough of a 
wee before the cabin-door.

It appears 
that revolution principles are rapidly {preading in 
that province.
